which lie from Port Royal to PontNeuf 
on the south bank of the river.

UnUss you are a known customer, yon 
cannot enter the regular book shops of 
Paris and take down the volumes you 
desire to examine. Some of the most 
interesting of these shops are on a sec- 
ond floor, and a woman is generally the 
keeper. 
A spring bell announces your 


entrance, and she comes forward and in 
a surly tone challenges you with "What 
do you want?" If you cannot tell the 
book you wish and the price you are 
willing to pay, she will let you know 
bluntly enough that you are not wanted 
There are some shops on the ground 
floor which bear on the door, "Free ad- 
mittance." Do not trust it any more 
than you would trust the "Walkin, Mr 
Fly!' seen on the door of a musical 
cafe, where as you know, the instant 
you appear a waiter pounce? on you 
with "What shall 1 serve?' On the 
quays it is different. 
If you turn over 


the volumes from morning till night 
nobody will say anything to you. Do 
not judge the quay's wealth, however 
by the afternoon's store 
They are 


richest in the morning. Book auctions 
commonly take place at night, and pur 
chases are put into boxes before noon 
so that it is in the early hours of tho 
day that book-hunters give chase. 
In 


the afternoon you see only their leav- 
ings, save the casual purchase's made 
from student or literary man, whose 
divorce from his books has been decreed 
by hunger—ficrtbnei's,

In the school geographies of thirty 


years ago, all that part of the country 
yingwestof the Missouri river, and 
what now constitutes the state of Ne- 
>raska, and extending to the Rocky 
Mountains, was little known, and put 
down on the maps as the "Great Amer- 
ican Desert." 
Since that time what 


wonders have been accomplished. The 
hitherto almost unexplored region, over 
which the Indian and buffalo roamed at 
will, has been opened up, and much of 
what was supposed to be a sterile, bar- 
ren plain, has proven to be the garden 
spot of the United States. True there 
is much of that country which is not, 
and never will be, of any use as at pres- 
ent, on account of a lack of water. 
If 


thii want can be overcome, and a supply 
of water obtained, the whole country 
will settle up with stalwart farmers 
and the wilderness will be made to 
blossom like a rose. With this in view 
Senator Hill, of Colorado, has mtro 
duced a bill in congress, praying for the 
digging of an experimental artesian 
well, at the expense of the government, 
and there is but little doubt of its pas-

sage by congress. 


If we are now convinced of the exist- 


ence in the United States of the same 
centralizing tendency, with the effects 
of which we are familiar in the old 
world, let us inquire as to its probable 
results here. " How will it affect the 
fon» «nd workings of our governmental 
system? Evidently, it is going to bring 
tb» government and the citizen into 
closer relation with each other. The 
citizen begins to demand more than he 
has received heretofore. He says to the 
government; "You have the right, in 
cue of insurrection or foreign war, to 


my property and force me into the 


p, where my life is subject to the 


terrible hazards of battle and disease. 
Now I insist that you shall do more for 
me in return than to coin my money 
and carry my letters. 
I want protec- 


tion in my essential rights of citizen- 
ihip. Only once in two years do I have 
any voice in influencing the legislation 
of the country; only once in four years 
can I e*ert any control over its execu- 
tive policy. On these rare occasions, 
when I can put my hand on the govern- 
ment which can always pnt its hand on 
me, I demand that I shall be free from 
restraint and violence, and that the ex- 
jnewion or my will shall be guaranteed 
its due force and result." If he is told 
that he must look to his state for this 
protection and guaranty, he says: "This 
is illogical. I am not dealing with the 
state at these elections for congressmen 
aadfor president; I am dealing with 
tb« nation. From the nation I demand 
my rights." There will be no resisting 
this demand. The federal election laws 
will not be repealed. They will be 
strengthened and perfected, until the 
supervisory power of the national gov- 
ernment over national elections is made 
' much broader than it is now. The eit- 


'izen will not stop with a demand for 
protection to himself and his ballot. 
He will go much further. 
He will say 


that he has the same interest in a fair 
election in another state as in his own, 
because the congressmen chosen in that 
state have just as much voice in mak- 
ing laws for him to obey as his own 
representative. He will therefore say 
that it is his personal right as a citizen 
that all elections of a national charac- 
ter should be fair and honest, and that 
all voter*, wherever they live, should 
have the same freedom to express their 
opinions and wishes with their ballots 
that he himself enjoys. If he lives in

Terrible Tragedy in Pennsylvania 


SUICIDE AT MATTOON. 


DANGERS BY FLOOD. 


LANCASTER, Pa., Feb. 10.—The citi 


zens of Bainbridge, this county, were 
on yesterday startled by the discovery 
of a horrible crime that had been per- 
petrated in their midst, a man named 
Levi Lane, aeed twenty-four years, 
having murdered his wife and one 
child, and consigned another child, an 
infant three months old, to death by 
starvation, and then committed suicide 
by taking poison.
